tbe fire was at ite height, the big driving 
wheel was exploded and went through the 
roof of the building. Fortunately no one 
was hart. The loss ts estimated at from 
$60,000 to $75,000. The company's pre- 
mises ocoupy a whole block on William, 
Prince and Queen streets, 

The origin of the fre is not known, but 
itt pposed to have been caused by the 
blowing out of a fuse plug, connecting 
with agenosrator which set fire to the 
surrounding material Ww the fire 
broke ont there was a large 
in the building, and so sudden was the 
outbreak that a panio ensued and » rush 
was made for the fire escape, Several 
women fainted in the melee and two of the 
| workiugmen wore slightly hurt by falling 
| from a fire escape, When the fire was at 
| its height, the immense flywhee 
| and portions of it were blown in all direc- 
| tions, One piece, weighing nearly @ ton, 
| went through the roof and landed in the 
atrect, which was crowded with people. It 
was only by # miracle that many people 
wore not killed. Theforoe of the explo- 
sion was terrific and all the windows iq 
the neighborhood were shattered. Ong 
pleos of the metal went through the win- 
dow of Mr. McDonald's grocery store on 
the adjoining corner and Mr, McDonald 
had a narrow eacape, 

The Incandescent station, the pattern 
house and a number of outbuildings were 
! destroyed, but that portion of the building 
} containing the genemal offices and the large 
dynamo was saved. The manager of the 
| company cannot give an exact catimate of 
the loss, but {t will probably amonnt to 
| mourly $100,000, as a good portion of the 
company’s expensive plant te destroyed 
The logs will be almost fully covered by 
insurance, An immense crowd of sped 
| tators witnessed the fire, and amongst 
| those at the soene were the Govornor- 
General and Lady Aberdeen.

He then said that, taking the price ia 
the United States, freight and daty, it 
would only cost Inid down at any polnt in 
Canwls about 12 cents If 25 cents was 
pald, it was béecause of the cost of distri- 
bation, and perhaps because the retailer 
took advantage of those who wanted 
American oil at any cost rather than use 
the oil of home manufacture, He showed 
that « gigantic oll trast was in operation 
in the United States, and that if Canada’s 
duty was reduced this trast would get 
contro) of Cauada’s industry, and then 
they would pot the price up as they liked.

HON. MR. ROSS' AMENDMENTS 


The Opposition Blocks the Prog 
Legislation by Repeated and fou: 
ly Plausible Objectious—An 
Amendm to the 
Mintog Bill 


Toronto, May 8.—Hon. Mr. Harcourt’ 
bill, shortening the period between nomi 
nations and elections in the distriotof Al 
gona, east and weet, Muskoka, Nipiss 
aod Parry Sound, was read a wscond time 
io the How jorday. 

Mining Koyalties, 

Hon. Mr, Hardy's bill relating to wines 
and mining was referred back to Commit 
tee of the Whole House toamend Mr, 
Hardy moved that the first and second 
clauses, abolishing royalties for period of 
five years, be struck out, and « clause sab- 
in place of these providing that 
ores which are now lable to a royalty of 
three per cent, should be subject to » 
charge of two per cent. when taken from 
Jan old between Int May, 181, and Ist 
January, 1990, and providing also that the 
cbarge of two per ceut. sball be calculated 
upon the value of the ores at the pits 
mouth, leas the actual cost of labor and 
explosives for mining and raising ores to 
tho surface, 

Mr. Meredith remarked that, in the 
proposed amendment there was a deliber- 
ate reversal of the volioy which the Com- 
missioner of Crown Lands had deliberate 
ly settled and submitted for the cou 
tion of the House, and he thought 
therefore justified in anying that the alter- 
ation was made becaune of the impending 
election, and not because the Government 
had seen any reason to change thelr mind 
in regard to this question. It seomed to 
him that what the Government proposed 
to do was a mistake, They cnet either 
ty stand by the royalties at present im. 
posed, or carry out what wascontetplated 
in the clauses that were being dropped. 
He did not think there was any probabil 
ity of the land falling into the hands of 
speculators if that were douse, because 
there Was a provision that if @ certain 
amount of expenditure wan not made upon 
each location sold, the land# should again 
revert to the province, 

Mr, Conmee would prefer the amend- 
ment to the law as it now stood, because 
it made a fixed charge. He would, how- 
over, like the charge to apply to the net 
profits, instead of the market value. 

The bill was amended as proposed. 

Clauses granting « bonus of $125,000 to 
be passed within five years, for ores mined 
aoe smelred, and providing for the pur- 
chase of two diamond drills for $15,000 
were added to the bill, 

The bil was then reported,

Hon. Mr. Harcourt’s bill grauting aid to 
certain rallwaye Was read @ third timg.

The Registration BILL. 


The House again went into committee 
on the bijl for the registration of manhood 
suffrage voters 

Hoo. Mr. Ross explained the nature of 
further nendments that were coptem- 
plated ine provided that in cities where 
the Registration Board consisted of more 
than three members they should nominute 
three members to constitute a court of 
appeal, and where there was a board of 
ouly three members, the whole board 
should form such a court. Evidence on an 
appeal against refusal to register was to 
be taken on oath. Other amendments 
covered the case of absentees through ill 
ness, and provided for the registration, in 
their absence, of lumbermen, fishermen, 
commercial travelers aud railway wen. 

Mr. Meredith thought the bill still con- 
tained a cardinal defect, which would 
make it his duty to persistently oppose the 
meastre, Notwithstanding the fact that 
so many men liad already gone to the 
trouble of having their names insorived on 
the lists, they would be compelled to reg- 
ister, in order to exercise the franchise, 
while the rest of the community, who did 
not éxercise the franchise by reasou of the 
Manhood qualification, would not be called 
npou to register. He objected to limiting 
the class of persons who could be regis: 
tored when absent from the city, He 
asked what objection there would be to 
accepting the fact of a man’s name already 
appearing on the litt as prima facie evi 
dence of his right to vote. 

Hon, Mr. Ross argoed that the bill miti 
gated very many of the evils that were 
now complained of and wenta great way 
in the direction of making « fresh and fair 
registration. If young men would not 
take the trouble to regiater, they ought not 
to have the right to vote. He accused the 
Opposition of obstructing the measure, 

Mr. Balfour cousidered the bill was fair 
and that the proposed amendment was 
reasonable, 

Mr. Whitney said the Opposition were 
being compelled to make an agreement in

So 
nomerous were the appeale from both 
parties laid before the judye that it was au 
impossibility to decide each case on its 
tnorits, It was not possible, therefore, to 
avold inaccuracies, Tho bill would not 
give an advantage to either side, If the 
four days {un which registration was to be 
sarrie out was found not sufficient, there 
wasa provision for an oxtension of the time, 

Mr. Meredith said the Government did 
a most dishonest thing, politically speak 
ing, by robbing the majority of electors of 
Poronto of one of their representatives, and 
they continued the system of minority

Hecont Reading of Mr ritou's Lord's 
Day Observance Bill,

H.F. Lake had been appointed to the 
position by au order-in-counoll dated the 
18th of August, 1893, Col. Lake had 
eutered the army from the military col 
lege, Sandhurst, and was also a graduate 
of the ataff college.

of his bill, entitled, An Act to secare 
the better observance of the Lord's Day.” 
fle said when he had first introduced the 
bill into the House years ago, he lind ap 
proached Sir John Macdonald and asked 
hit to give the bill his consideration.

Mr. Mills did not Vine ou what groand 
the Commons had aright to legislate on 
this question, becadse the publication of 
4 newspaper was a local matter and would 
natorally come within the jurisdiction of 
the local Legislature, He thought the bill 
onght to be read a second time, and then 
the provisions of the bill confined to mat 
tors witbin the jurisdiction of this House.

Gold Depo of the Fraser River. 

Speaking of the Fraser river and ite 
gold deposits, this was one of the richest 

lacer rivers of the world ae late io the 
30s, and something like $50,000,000 worth 
of gold bas been washed out of the sands 
of Britiah Columbia.

AN ACOOUNT OF THE WOKK OF MAK. 
ING THD DUMB TO SPRAK 


Dr Gillett Praises the Belleville Tonti- 
tucion Mighly and Given Some Interes. 
ting Fnformation to & Reporter. 


An ONTARIO reportor had the pleasure 
yesterday of aa interview with Mr. Vhilip 
G. Gillott, President of the Amencan 
Association for the promotion of speech in 
the deaf, forty-two years an instructor 
of the deaf, and over thirty-two years 
Superintendent of the Insti ution at Jack 
sonville, I}l,, who i visiting all the Insti» 
tutions for the Deaf andDuamb in America, 

ve, Gillett bas spent two or three days 
ab the Belleville Institution and examined 
thoroughly into all ite workings, Tle ex« 
pressed hymselt as delighted with what he 
had seen andheard, He considers this as 
a model institution, as regards the charac 
ter of the instrnotion, the superior ability 
of the Superintendent and staff, the per- 
fectness of the appoin monts, the suit 
ability and cumpleteness of the buildings 
and the excellence of the work attained. 
He said that there weretew similar inati- 
tutions in the States that are equal to this, 
many that are inferior and none that are 
superior, As he bas visited all these in- 
stitutions, praise from him is praise in: 
ceed. 

The genial Whctor is an enthusiast in 
eVverythiog that pertains to his ayocation 
and gave tho reporter a large amount of 
vory interesting information on this sub- 
juct. He said that in all civilized countries 
the deaf are found to exist in numbers of 
about one to 1200 or 1800 of the popu 
lation, The inetruction of the deat io 
America was commenced in ISI7 at tarts 
ford, Conn,, ueder Mr, Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet, and this institution was the 
seed from which sprang all similar insti- 
tutions in Canadaand the States. Lhese 
are properly rogarded a8 a part of the 
educations aystem of the various 
provinces wad states. To bring these un— 
fortunate children together is less oa 
pensive than to provide schools in a great 
number of communities. The education 
of the cloaf is in some ure the out- 
growth of sympathy anda dlesie to m§ 
lieve misfortune, and yet it is in some 
measures a self protect on to the comm inily 
for an educated deaf min is a daogerous 
clement iu society, He has much of the 
shrewdness of a man; he has all 
the inscincts of the brute; and he has none 
of the restra ning irfluznces that are found 
by other persons through secial relations 
and intellectus) cultivation; consequently 
it isa wise measure of economy to edu- 
cate those persons rather than aliow them 
to grow up fo become dependent upon 
society or to prey upon is, 
Ot late years an increased interest has 
taken in imparting tothe ceafa 
kaowl.cdge of lip reading and vooal uttors 
ance. Up to 1807 there were no schools 
wherein the deaf were taught to speak or 
read tre lips of ochers who were spcalony, 
but in that year a ennall class of deat child~ 
ren were colle by Miss Harriet B, 
Rogers of Chelmsford, Mass. Her plan 
was to teach them howto speak, and to 
read the lip mov. ments of others, ‘That 
schoo] was the next year moved to North- 
amptoo, and has since becomea purely 
oral school. Since then oral and lip read~ 
ing departments have been established on 
allvheae institutions in the States and 
Canida. In 1890 an organization known 
asthe American Association (0 promote 
the teaching of apsech by the deaf was 
chartered ou d the laws of the 
te of New York, and Prof Alexander 
Graham Bell (the inventor of the tele- 
phooe,a C.nadian by :doption, he having 
come from Scotlsntto Brantfort, On’, 
his early manhood, haying now his horns 
in Cape Breton) was its first president, 
He contsibuted the sum of $20,000 asa 
nucl.us for an endowment of the associa 
tiva, Der, Bell in consequence of nom 
er Us Cogagements in other directions, re- 
signed the presidency of the association 
last year; and De, Gillett wae elecved his 
successor, This oral system is taught in 
the Believille Institution with mark-d sts 
cest, though not exelusively, as in some 
places. The combined system: is in vor o 
here, that being the one that enaures the 
greatest gocd to the greatest number 
since it is fuund that som: pupils cannot 
be tagght the oral system. De, Gillett 
has met with some very interesting cases 
of deaf persons who haye so acquired the 
ower ol apeech and of lip reading oS to 
jargely obviate the disaayantage, which 
would otherwise follow them in conse- 
quence of their deafness, Mr. James 
Simpson of Sioux Falls, who is totally 
deaf, organized and conducts the 
institution there and his power of speech 
and histact atlip reading enable him to 
iningle among men in business relation, 
almost as .easily as he would it he 
were abletohenr. Dr. Gillett went on 
to say that he might mention many par- 


allel instances, The care of a 
daughter of Dr. W. H. German, 
of Morgan Park, Chicago, who 


formerly lived near belleville, Ontario,is a 
remaikable one. The little girl whose 
name is Maud, was without sprech or 
hearing. She was sent to the inshtution 
at Jacksonville Iil., and after five years of 
instruction there, she was so far advance d 
in hp reading and speaking as to be ablo 
to goto the public school last suminer. 
Concerning her success in the seven 
months, that have passed Dr,Germanwrites 
to Dr, Gillett “She roada her teacher's 
lips so well that she gets her spelling in 
that way with the other children, also 
quick number work, For all of this, and 
the great satisfaction of having her at 
home, we thank you. iwish you could 
see how contented and happy she is in her 
work. Onor experiment with Maud is 
work ng well , she isdoing good work in 
school. Of the acven months she has 
ranked sixth for one month ; second for 
two maths, aod first four months io a 
class of twenty-seven pupils. all of whom 
hear perfectly.” 

Dr. Gillett mentioned many other cases, 
and he thinks the day isnot far distant 
When a much Jarger percentage will enjoy 
this faculty than have done so heretofore,

Mr, Meredith considered the Govern- 
ment had not met the propositions sug- 
geated by the Conservative side to the ox- 
tent they should have. He pressed it 
upon the Government that persons who 
Were upon the votors’ lists for municipal 
and parliamentary elections, and who had 
wince lost their right to vote entirely, 
should be stricken off, With respect to 
absenteos the hon, geutleman proposed to 
aurround the clause with a yood many 
conditions, He did not think the limit of 
30 days was sufficient, and be thought the 
provisions requiring two witnesses to 
youch for the applicant was altogether too 
drastic. A most important amendment, 
which he would like to see adopted, was in 
regard to the proyision by which the 
Government took to itself the power to 
apportion the eight registrars as they 
pleased among the four divisious into 
which the city was to be divided. The 
provision as it stood might, in the hands 
of a corrupt Government, enable them to 
select sabservient officials, who in a close 
constituency might use their power in the 
Government's interest. He urged the 
amendment of the provision by making 
actual bona fide residence in the electoral 
district at the time of election, or tho issue 
of the writ, and three mouths" previous 
continual residence within the city, sufti- 
cient qualification. Another point was in 
regard to permitting the names of persons 
on the voters’ lists, and supplementary 
voters’ lists prepared by the city clerk and 
assossmont commissioner, to be entured on 
the lists under the registration bill, un- 
Jess there was good reason to believe the 
names were improperly there, when the 
persons in question should personally ap- 
pear and establish the right for their 
hamies to appear on the list. 

Sir Oliver Mowat, replying, said that 
with reference to the power of appoint 
ment by the Government of registrars 
amongst the various divisions that this 
principle was recognized under the laws 
at present, which required that the return. 
{ng officers should be registrars or sheriffs, 
who are the appointees of the Govern- 
ment. He was afraid that if the residen-

RIVER STE- ANNE DISASTER, 


Inhabitants Fear ® Recurrence of the 
Recent Terrible Cataclysm, 

Quenec, May 4.—Jndging from all the 
reports of the diu}ter at St. Albans xo 
far to hand, it is pretty evident that the 
cataclysm was entirely due to the under- 
iining of the ground by water sbove the 
falls where the earth was thrown Into the 
river and completely shut off thé water, 
which was damned back till » depth of 
seventy-five fect was reached. Then the 
river chauiged its course and washed away 
the earth fora mile and o half long and 
about a mile wide and to a depth of 100 
fect. There were seven houses carried 
away and four lives lost, besides « great 
nomber of domestic animals, The river 
has been effectually blocked and obliged 
to make a detour of at loust three quarters 
of a mile from its former course, and does 
not regain its ancient bed for two miles. 
down the old stream. 

‘There is said to be great danger of an- 
other terrible disaster at any moment. 
Yesterday, to the» general surprise, the 
water in the St, Anne river was found to 
have fallen several fect, but when the true 
cause of this sudden dimination of its 
Yoluine was ascertained, alarm once more 
‘took tho place of joy among the local 
Population, It was digsovered that the 
river had again become blocked and that 
*® gigantic dam had formed above the 
Church of St, Alban, backing the water 
and giving rise to a regular lake of several 
miles in length and breadth with a depth 
of nearly 150 feet. When this dam gives 
way, as it is foared it may at any moment, 
the consequences will be terrible, {f not 
woree than on Friday last, ‘The Inhabi- 
tants, however, have taken their precan- 
tions and have removed from the neigh- 
borhood,

A jury was rocured without trouble, only 
four being challonged. 

The firat witness In the case and the 
most important one was the domestic,

Margaret Reid, who took the stand in the 
afternoon and told her story. Hor avi 
dence was much to the same effect as that 
given by her at the preliminary trial, She 
had heard Mre, Kvans send Osmond to 
Bradford ond when he returned he 
handed her o bottle containing “some 
thing that looked Ike salt.” Osmond 
bought the oysters given to Evans for his 
dinueron January 2, and ahe bad heard 
Pegy aay some tine previously that ‘the 
only way now would be to try it in 
oysters.” 

Mra. Evane dished tp the oysters for 
horself and Evans, The latter ate some, 
and, remarking that they wore bitter, lot 
the room, Mrs, Kvaue afterwards wont 
ont, and shortly after called on her (wit 
ness) aud Ostnond to come with her and «oe 
what was the matter with ' W They 
found hita with bis jaws ast aud “jerking 
aud twitching and appeared to have the 
crainps.”

Evans bad oantiori- 
ed hor not to patthem with the awill, sad 
wont herself and placed dirt and snow 
over them. 

She then related that the woman sent 
Osmond to Bradford again, after the oyster 
supper, and abe (witness) heard Osmond 
aay that ho told the druggist ab Bradford 
that “he wanted it to poison foxes.”

Sho had heard the doctor 
mention poison and had told this to Mra. 
Evans, She eald, *My God, they're not 
mentioning polsou, are they? She told 
her if Evans would die before Saturday 
they would not know he was polsoned, 

Witness then procesded to relate that 
Mra. Evans had bribed her not to tell what 
slo knew, and thatshe had protoleed not 
to unless she had to. She told of intimute 
relations between Mrs. Evans and Pegg 
and had Leard the fonmer express a desir: 
to get rid of Ler husband. Iutense Inter 
oot is taken in the girl's story, The 
prisoners listened all throngh the recital 
with undisturbed interest, aud showed uo 
perturbation whatever, althongh such 
damaging evidence was being given 
against them.

The Redistribation Bill, 

Hon, Mr, Gibson moved the House into 
committee on the bill respecting the repre 
nontation of certaln cities in the Loginlative 
Assembly. 

Mr. KE. F. Clarke reminded the House 
that the voters of Toronto, according to 
the last revised assessment, numbered 
48,000, while the strength of the voters in 
constitiencios represented by eight mem 
bers of the Government, was ony, 53,000, 
Despite this fact, the 43,000 voters wore 
only to be given four members, whilst the 
58,000 were,to have a representation of ton 
mombers Tbis was most unfair, keeping 
in mind the system of representation by 
population. The Governmonthad claimed 
agreat deal of credit for the manper in 
whieh they had divided that city. The 
redistribution of seats, they argucd, was 
ao fair, that it was impossible for any one, 
in justice, to say aayintog against it He 
voutured to say it would be Impossible to 
devise any scheme that would be more ad 
yantageous to the administration. 

Mr, Clarke went on to say that the divi 
slons cant and west had been created by 
drawing « line at right anglos from the bay 
to the extreme north of the city; whilst, 
{natead of dividing the two central dis 
tricts in the same way, they were made to 
ron from east to west, The people of To- 
ronto would resent this treatment by the 
Government. He yvontured to say that 
notwithstanding the redistribution of « " 
when the Legislature again met {t would 
contain four solid supporters of Mr, More 
dith elected by Toronto, 

Not Much to Complain Of 

Hou, Mr, Gibson replied that if the hon, 
member calculated upon returning four 
opponents of thé Government for Toronto 
at the next election he had not very muche 
to complain of, In regurd to the criticisms 
of the bill, ho though! he was safe in say 
ing the general concensus of opinion was 
that the bill was fair one, The division 
of South Toronto was thought to ben 
proper one, because it was in such # posi 
tion that in the nature of things it could 
not grow, whilst the population in the 
other districts would continge to increase, 
@0 Mr. Meredith's Rough Language. 

Mr. Meredith said the hon, gentleman 
and the Government stood, with regard to 
this bill, very much in the position of the 
thief who is in the hands of the constable, 
and after banding over the stolen goods, 
says: “' See what a nice moral man | am.” 
Hon. gentlemen opposite, like the thief, 
have bud possession of one of the seats of 
Toronto tor eight years, The law—in the 
form of the peoplo—had their bands apon 
hon, gentlemen, and now they are sur 
rendering that part of the spoils, uot from 
any consciousness of right, but becai 
thoy are forced to do it. The Provincial 
Secretary says, because my hon, friend 
from Toronto expecta the whole four seats 
will be curried by the Conservatives, there 
fore it proves too much, The hon, gentfe- 
man's logic is faulty there. ‘It is Fast os 
if a thief were to come into my house and 
wake all the preparations with a view to 
robbing mo, and because he is prevented 
by my vigilance from doing it, ho says:

trusting the preparation of the voters’ 
lists to boards composed in part of officials 
holding their offices at the pleasure of tho 
Government of the day.” 

Mr, Wood (Brant) moved in amendment 
to the amendment that the bill provided 
bettor wi ards and more complete facili 
tles for obtaining pure voters’ lists than 
prevailed under the old system. 

Mr. Meredith olaimed the amendment to 
the amendment out of order, 

Mr, Speaker rnled that the point of order 
Was not well taken. 

After some discussion Mr, Woods’ 
amendment was withdrawn, and Mr, 
Moredith’s amendment was defeated by 29 
to 18. 

An amendment by Mr. Clarke (Toronto) 
was lost on the same division, and the bill 
was read # third time, 

Mr. Grundy’s Diswiseal, 


Mr. Meredith brought up the case of 
the distnissal of Mr, Grundy, deputy regis 
trar of Peterborough, aud hoped the Gor- 
ernment would give assurance that an un- 
just dismissal would not be permitted. 

Sir Oliver Mowat said that if Mr.Grandy

TRUSKEY ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 


The Murderer of the Comber Constable 
le 


Shoots Himeclf When Arr 
Comurn, Ont, May 5.—Linds 
constable shot by Truskey, died yesterday 
morning. He suffered intense agony an 
hour or two before death, but the closing 
momenta of his life were poaceful 

Truskey, the murderer of Constable 
Lindsay, shot himself while being pur 
sued by the officers of the law, He had 
beon located in his own woo nd stood 
behind abrosh heap and with a revolver 
in bis hands defied the officers, The 
officers ordered him to throw up his hands, 
but he refosed. Thereupon the officers 
fired soveral shots and advanced, Sesiug 
that ho was overpowered, Truskey pointed 
his revolver at his left breast and fired. 

A rig was despatched for a doctor, who 
started immediately forthe scone, It is 
thonght he is mortally wounded. Crown 
Attorney Clark, of Windsor, has arrived 
and will watoh the case tor the crown at 
the inquest now going on.

The Mfect of Food on Mik, 
Bolletin No, 80 of the Ontarig experi- 
moot station, by Prof, H. H. Dean, gives 
rewolts of experiments on the effect of food 
on milk, and Prof. Dean says: ‘Il would 
warn against feeding much more than fifty 
pounds of silage per day to cows wel; hing 
undor 1,000 poonda We haye fou t} the 
following ration to give good results: Fifty 
ponnda of corn silage, six pounds of hay, 
four pounds of bran and two pounds of 
pea aud oatmeal mixed in Aap x 
tious, If thess latter become too high 
priced I would recommend the use of two 
podode of cottonseed meal (in place of the 
ran or misals) per day to each cow when 
itcan be bought for about $30 per ton. 
Food liberally, though not wastefally. 
Lael in saiud that although the per 
cent of fat may not be increased by liberal 
feeding, the total amount of fat or butter 
may be largely increasing by causing the 
cow to give a larger quantity of milk. 
Three things determine the value of a co 
the quality of her milk, the quantity she 
gives and the economical use she makes of 
her food. During the hot weather batter 
makers are frequently troubled with soft 
butter, ‘is is largely due in most cases 
to improper handling of the milk, cream 
and batter; bat there is « tendency during 
hot spells for the butter to besoft, no mat- 
tor what the care taken, From the ex- 
periments reported I au led to believe that 
the addition of » small quantity of meal, 
especially cottonseed meal, hag a tendency 
to make the butter firmer or, as we say, 
raise the melting point from one to four 
degrees Centigrade, Last summer we fed 
about one pound perday to each cow while 
t pasture and our batter maker informs 
me that he did not have a churning of soft 
butter daring the whole season. Whether |. 
this was dne altogether to the cottonseed 
meal lan not prepared to say but I think 
it bad something todo with it. In feeding 
cottonseed ineal it should be mixed with 
bran, cut hay or some grain meal.

Atthe beginning of the Christian era, 
at the time of the revival 
dvotrine of the resnreetion of the original 
body, achange sot in, and the custom of 
burial of the dead became almost univer 
sal The good old fathers did not realize 
the scientific fact that the result to the

same, and that the only difference was in 
time, In either event the result is de- 
composition, only one requires minutes, 
while the other may occupy years 

The yroat change alter all was only one 
of mothod, Tho ancients wrapped the 
dead form in w pall, laid it on @ funeral 
pire, and the friends stood by and saw it 
burned in # fow minates, while the mod- 
erns encase the body in a coffin, stand by 
until itis hid m the earth aud then leave 
it to. alow decom position. 

For many years there had boen an effort 
mide to return to the old way of disposing 
of the dead, but not until 1881 was there 
the beginning of 4 radical change in pub- 
ic opinion on this snbject. Since then 
the plan of cremation has grown rapid- 
ly in favor, and notably so among the 
leading, the thinking and educated classes,

Worry May Kill, bat Labor is Life, Ac- 
cording to Sir Andrew € 4 

It in well known that the Inte Sir An- 
drvw Clark had a contempt for the view 
that hard work hurts a mat. From the 
latest of the series of ‘Articles reproduc. 
ing on the Lancet instructions given by 


| him in clinfomt medicine at the London 


Hospital, ie made the following intereat- 
ing quotation, reviving, in his own words, 
a fit of autobiography, with the sub. 
stanoe of which our readers are already 
familiar: ‘Labor tw the life of life. And 
espoointly is it the life of life to the deli 
cute, Aud when any organ ie sick it ts 
then truer than in health that even in 
sickness and delicacy it is better for the 
organ to do what work of its own it can, 
provided it ean do it without injury. 
And I ean say to you from « consider. 
able exporionce of tuberonious pulmonary 
disease, I can say with perfect conf 
dence, that those who have done the best 
havo usually been those who have ocou- 
pied themselves the most. I never kuew 
my own parents They both died of 
phithisia, ° 

“At the age of twenty-one I myself went 
to Madeira to die of phthisia Bat I did 
not die, and on coming back I had the good 
luck to get into this great hospital, and in 
those days they were not very pleased to 
have the Scotchmen coming to ndon to 
oconpy such appointments, The members 
of tho ataft had heard that I had tabercles, 
and they wagered 100 to one that I would 
only have the appointment six months at 
most. ‘The reason given for that was that 
1 did not eat and worked too hard. I got 
the appointment. Thirty eight or thirty- 
nine years have gone since that time, and 
itis all the other doctors that are gone. 
Only Tam left here on the staff—an old 
gentloman—not dead yet.” There was one 
little mistake here, as the editor of the 
Lancet points out. Sir Androw Clark had 
for the moment forgotten that Dr. W. J. 
Little was atili alive, 

Labor is life, said Sir Audrew Clark, 
but be oontinged in the lecture above 
quoted;, “Worry is killing. It is bad 
management that kill people. Nature will 
let no man overwork himself unless he 
plays her falso—takes stimulants at irreg- 
ular times, smokes too much or takes 
opinm If he ik regular and obeys the 
laws of health and walks in the way of 
physiological righteousness, uasture will 
never allow him or avy other person to 
work too much, I have never yet seen a 
case of breaking down from mere orer 
work alone; but I admit that it is neces- 
sary above all other things to onltivate 
tranquility of mind, 

“Try to help your patients to exercise 
their wills in regard to this—for will 
counts for somethiug in securing tran- 
quility—to accept things as they are, and 
not to bother about yesterday, which is 
gone forever; not to bother abont to-mor- 
row, which is not theirs; but to take the 
present day and make the best of it. 
Those affectionate women who will cou- 
tinually peer into what lies beyond never 
have any preaent life at all—they are 
always grizzling over the past or prying 
into the futare, and this blessed to-day, 
which is all that we are sure of, they never 
have.” 


Hirde That Can Sew. 

Sewing seems so ingenions an art that it 
must be reserved for the human spocies 
alone. Yet the tailor bird, the Orthoto- 
mué longicanda, and other species 
the olements of it. They place 
in a large leaf which they prepare to this 
end. With their beaks ey pierce two 
rows of holes along the two edzes of the 
leaf; they then pass a stout thread from 
oue side to the other alternately, With 
this loaf, at first flat, they form @ horn in 
which they woave their nest with cotton 
or hair, These labora of weaving and 
sewing are preceded by the spinning of the 
thread. The bird makes it f{tself by 
twisting in its beak apidora’ webs, bits of 
cotton, and little ends of wool Sykew 
found that the threads used for sewing 
were knotted at the ends.—Popular Science 
Monthly.

Two Members of the Late Government

judge held the expenditure was illegal, 
they having no power to allocate moneys 
entrusted hy svecial government depart- 
ment for disbursement 

The expenditures were farther corrupt 
fnasmoch as given at the time and onder 
circumstances to show bribery of the elect- 
orate the purpose intended and because, 
when made, geauts for tho district were 
overdrawu, It was also proven that Fox 
aud Murphy pid for carriage of voters 
to polls aud thus gave public work.

Orrawa, May 8 —Sir Jolin Thompson 
introdaced his bill providing 
that the first Monday in September of each 
your shall be designated Labor Day, and 
be observed as # statutory holiday The 
Dil] was read a firat time, 

Several private bill ore read a third time. 

Hon. Mr. Daly, answering a question by 
Mr. Taylor, said that it was the intention 
of the Government to have some person 
appointed at Montreal to act ax referee in 
cane of dispute arising between buyers and 
sellors as to the weight of cheese having 
been sold either at the factory or olae 
where, subject to welght at Montréal. 

Mr. Martin moved for an order of the

appointed to act as what are know 
turn men in connection with Imm tlon 
work, the period during whieh each work 
ed, the amount of money paid to each, the

He anid that he belloved that farmers 
sentto England as return men did no 
good, aud, as far anghe know, had never 
brought back asingle settler.

Mr. Martin moved for an order of the 
House showing the uumber of settlers 
brought into the Yorkton and Saltooats 
district from Dakotas, and into the Cal- 
gary district from Chicago, and showing 
in each case the nationality of such set 
tlers, the cost of obtaining them, and the 

1 number that atill remain and the ooenpa: 
tion those remaining are engaged in. 

Hon, Mr. Daly said that he would be 
pleased to furnish information with re 
ference to all persons who bad taken up 

homesteads, If Mr. Martin had looked at 
page T of the report of the interior he 
would have found the information desired. 
He would have found that the cost to the 
Government had been exceedingly «mall. 
Most of these settlors bud been heavily 
mortyaged in Dakota, and had not the 
necessary means to get into Canada 
Money was advanced to them by the Can- 
ada Settlers Company, who considered 
they were taking good risks having thor 
oughly acquainted themselves with the 
people, the land and the details. 

Mr. Martin said that he was well-in- 
formed as to the facta. He said that he 
would read a letter from one of the set- 
tlors who might be expected to know bis 
own affairs better than the official who 
farnished the Government report. The 
letter contained aclause stating that the 
settlers could not pay either interest or 
principal on their mortgages. 

Hon. Mr. Daly said that the letter proved 
nothing bnt that these settlers would like 
the Government to pay the mortgages apon 
which money had been advauced to them, 
that they might get out of the misery and 
distress in which they found themselves in 
the United States, 

Mr. Mara asked that the retarn shonld 
also be made to include a statement iu 
cluding the States of Washington, Idaho 
aud Oregon, He had spoken to many set- 
tlora from those districts and all liad told 
him that they had done aplendidly 

Mr, Martin said that he had no objection 
to the addition, and while he was on his 
fect he would say that he was froeto ad- 
mit that the settlers who had taken ap 
land in the Calgary district bad dono well. 

The motion passed 

Mr. Stairs moved: ‘That in view of ths 
incroased importations of adulterated teas 
into Canada, owing to their importation 
into England and the United States being 
probibited, the provisions of the Act re 
specting the adulteration of food, drags, 
ete,, are inaufficiont, and it is consequent- 
ly necessary to provide for the immediate 
inspection of ull teas proposed to be 
entered for consumption in Canadas, and 
the destruction or éxportation of all found 
to be adulterated.” 

Hon. Mr, Wallace said that the Govern 
ment had been giving a great deal of at 
tention to this matter, and he bad kept « 
abarp lookout so as to prevent the importa 
tion of adulterated or deleterious teas At 
Montreal and other large ports, grocery 
appraisors bad been appointed who were 
expert judges of tos, and they were in 
atructed to carefully examine all importa 
tions. 

The motion carried 

Mr. Flint moved; " That it is expedient 
that as speedily ax possible this Parliament 
should enact a law to prohibit the impor 
tation, manufacture a solo of intoxicat- 
ing liquors in Canada except for medicinal 
manufactiring and sacramental purposes,” 

Mr. Flint spoke until recess in support 
of the resolution. 

After recess, Mr. Broome, in scconding 
the motion, said the time had come when 
the Government should take the matter of 
revenue into consideration, so that should 
the courts decide that the prohibitory 
power lies with the Dominion Government 
they would be ready to pass the Jaw. He 
quoted the words of Sir Leonard Tilley,

Massenet, writes a Paris correapondent 
of the Argonaut, is exactly like his art— 
a charming, fascinating man of the world. 
He has the physical typo, as woll as the 
moral temperament, of an artlat 'Tont 
Paris” knows this refined face, whose feat 
ures bears signa of weariness, although his 
alight figure, full of feminine grace, gives 
the effect of a person younger than he 
really is, for the master has lived his 
summers, His hair, rather thin at pres- 
ent, is worn Jong and brushed back, 
showing his ample forehead, full of intel 
ligence; his blne eyes are often languish- 
ing, somotines vivacious, always clear and 
penetrating; his physloguomy mobile and 
clever; a smiling month under a» light 
blond moustache; the courteous manners 
of a gentleman, with the coaxing ways of 
a spoiled child and the coquetry of a 
pretty woman. 

A picture that was much remarked « 
fow years ago at the Salon represented 
him seated ut a piany, on which was some 
open music, in « splendid drawing-roum, 
surrounded by half a dozen fashionable 
women who were singing and listering—a 
lovely flock, of which he was the shepherd. 
One of the sides of the life of the anthor of 
“Roi de Lahore” —and not the loust import- 
ant—was faithfolly represented in this 
painting. In the upper ten to-day there 
area number of persons possessing very 
distingnished amateur, musical talent, on- 
pecially among the women; and the su- 
preome fashion, the latest style, is to sing 
orto play contemporanvous music only 
under the gnidance and with the assistance 
of thecomposer. The celebrated masters 
lend themselves with extreme good grace 
to this coqnettish exigency, and Massenet

Then the master, whose severity is never 
really disarmed, adda:- ‘You will please 
sing it over again,” which means: ‘You 
did not aing it well atall,” and ho makes 
his fair pupil repent it ten, Hfteen, twenty 
times, without sparing her, notil she 
singe it as he wishes which always ende 
by being accomplished, the farhionable 
Parisian cantatrice possessing a rare jutel- 
igence, After which he goes off into 
eostacies again, and is overwhelming in 
thanks and praise, which he more or less 
sincerely feels, One day one of his fasci- 
nating pupils asked him to pnt his anto- 
graph on a score of the “Serenade du 
Passant,” whioh ale had just been siging 
and he wrote; ‘‘I'o the Margnise X., t 
author very mach pleased with—himeelf. 
These little comedies are so delightfal that 
all Paris sings Massenet, and Massenet for- 
ever, and the pnblic naturally follows the 
steps of the flear dea pois 

This kind of society comedy is practiced 
with more art of Massenot than by any of 
hia colleagues, and is one element of his 
success; another is the devoted partizan 
ship of the press. The anthor of so many 
beaatiful compositions nnderstands his age 
well, and does not rely on his talent alone 
for hia renown, He i# nono the less liberal 
with his siniles and hia graces to bearded 
journalists than he is to the fashionable 
women, and, now that he has conciliated 
them by clever advances, be cau rely on 
them to blow the trampets of renown in 
his honor. And, then, he has nssociated 
his fortunes with those of M. Hartmann, a 
pastrmaster in advertising. Data are sent 
to the journals, which either commit 
adroit indisoretion on the oporain rehersal, 
or else, on the contrary, they guard the 
secrot joalonaly, unuouncing the fact ac- 
cording to circumstances which alone de- 
cide which trick is the best. They pub: 
lish beautiful scores ofthe opera, orument 
od with vignettes, printed on the finest 
paper, and with an arfjstio cover. No 
musician ia so well-dressed up in Paris as 
Measenot. 

Finally, Massenet is never idie, always 
traveling from place to place; or else, 
when he is in Paris, always in society. 
Whori be finds the time to compose is a 
mnystery. Today, for instance, he will 
direct the rehearsal of an opera in Paris; 


to-morrow he will go and lead a per 
formance at Bordoaux; two days after 
he will be at Brussels for a concert, 


and the week after at Goneva for a festi 
val 

Massonet lives in the Rue Genoral-Foy, 
near the Church of St, Augustin and the 
Boulevard Maleshorbes, where—a piquant 
dotail—thore is not a piano in his apart 
ment At least, that is his legal domicile. 
Practically ho leaves it at eight o'clock in 
the morning and doos not returo until late 
at night. The surest way to find him, 
when you wish to see him, is to repair to 
his editor’s—Hartmann—-in the Rue Dau 
non, where he works overy day. That 
Massonet, leading wo irregular a live, can 
And the quietude nocessary for musical 
composition, is a striking proof of the 
vivacity of his Intelligence 

Doubtless, Mmo. Massonet would profer 
that he should have more need of the calm 
of home-lifo, in order to work. Bat it is 
tho destiny of wives of great men to suffer, 
She married him when he was young, an 
known and poor; she bas devoted her life 
to his success, and has her reward in the 
thonght of having done her utmost duty to 
him and in witnessing his triamph. This 
is almost alwaya the case, The brilliant 
and perfumed flower which we call an art- 
ist can generally only blossom throngh the 
Wife's self sacrifice,

Toronto, May 9,—The jnry in the 
Sharon case lant evening returned o ver 
ict of guilty against Mra, Evans wud 
Goorge Onman of administering poison to 
Walter Evans, busband of the female pri 
aoner. 

At the morning altting Pegg wan acquit 
ted, the Jadye elinrgluy the jury that there 
was no evidence of complicity in any in 
tention of administering poison. ‘The jury 
returned a verdict of ‘not guilty,” 

The last #itting of this romarkable trial 
was held in t afternoon, when the 
Crown called on Walter Ivens to toatify 
asto whother he had ever been aflicted 
with hydrophobis or hysteria, The prisoner 
repliod in the negative, Thie closed the 
evidence, 

Mr, Clote addrossed the jury aiid the 
profound silence of perhaps the greatest 
crowd that bas yot beon in attendance, He 
said he wanted to got at the real tase of 
the case and the evidence bearing upon it 
He wished todiapel any idea of a con 
wpiracy auch as is ascribed to the Mvansg 
family by Mr, Murdoch. The charge of « 
woman poisoning her husband i* mon- 
atrons, repellant and horrible; but when 
it becomes probable the evidence must be 
cogent and clear, 

nacase like this motive is all im 
portant, “In this woman likely to say 
she ‘would rathor draw o knife across her 
husband's throat than that she should draw 
a line over her horas—one who would say, 
‘Thate the very name, I wish to God ‘I 
know bow to got rid of him?’ The 
spent anid that on tha second of January 
there existed a combination of circum: 
stances that makes it probable that the 
woman would try to get rid of her hun. 
band, 

At one slage of hiv address referring to 
what he atyled “‘wantoning with her 
lover,” the speaker remarked, ‘* A more 
damnatory piece of evidence was never 
before presonted to a court and jury. She 
was waddoned with lust and her love for

society, but utterly disregarded every-

Throughout the arraignment the pri 
woner, Mrs. Kvans, sat with composure, 
and listened attentively to the address of 
the Crown prosecutor, She gave vo eyi- 
dence of pertubation when the damaging 
evidence was reviewed, 
The Judge's Charge, 

Judge Robertson commenced his charge 
to the jury by cautioning them against be- 
ing carried away by the eloquence of the 
lawyera on either side, He said that Mr. 
Murdoch's idea of *‘a vile conspiracy on 
the part of the Evans’ family” against the 
female prisoner is “in defiance of the evi- 
dence. It would be an outrageous condi- 
tion uf society if that family know of o 
great wrong being perpetrated upon their 
son and brother and then remained quiet,”

The nrt of horseshoeing is, frat of all, 
ve 
vent the latter from wearing away hile 
should be clearly underatood before cow 
sidering any influence the blacksmith may 
or may not have in preventing avy allmiont 
in « horse's hoof, 

Tt alionid be borne in mind first of all 
that the seoret of treating the horse's foot 
lies in the fact that, dnlike that of man and 
many other familiar animals, it is con 
atantly changing its form. Thereiaa con 
stant growth of the hoof Now, the hoof 
being merely protection for the real foot 
or inner foot bone, it follows that the base 
of the foot bone nay rest properly on ite 
centre of gravity at one time batmay rest 
outside of its centre of gravity at another, 

It is very much like a person putting a 
thimble on his or her finger. If he pute it 
on close and tight the thimble will be an 
aid orasupporter. Bat if the finger will 
not extend to the end of the thimble there 
will be a breaking or a loosening some: 
where. Now, a horse's shoe is very 
much like a thimble, .and althongh 
it may be in position on the hoof 
when first put on, ft is likely to 
get out of position with the growth of 
the hoof, To this fact is dae the extent 
and nature of many foot ailmenta in the 
horse, 

It is ordinarily allowed that the horse 
ahould be shod about once a month, But 
natorally if the shoe is in ite right place at 
the beginning of that month how are we 
to be sure that it will be in place at the 
end of the month?

In 1881 he ofned four claims, which he 
floated tuto a company for about $10,000 
a claim, Ie was now on a sound finan- 
cial Lasia, In 1884 he bought another 
travt of land, paying tho highest price ever 
given in Kimberley.

the money now in his command he began 


operations in diamond mining stocks, 

His syatom was to amalgamate difforent 
mines and thereby centralize capital, At 
the present time he represents one-half of 
the diamond exports of the Kimberley 
mines. One can estimate from Mr, Barna- 
to's holdings what hie income must be. 
Diamonds weighing 88,000,000 karats, or 
seven dnd a half tons, have been found at 
Kimberley since he purchased his first 
claim. In the rought thelr aggregate 
value is $250,000,000, These figures are

HON. L, H, DAVIES, CHIEF OF THE’

Hon L. H. Dayles, M.P., of Charlotte 
fown, PE, stands in the front rank of 
Canadian public wen. He lt w lawyer by 
profession, has practised at the bur with 
distinguished success for twonty-elgat 
years ond lias been a prominent figure in 
Canadian political life for twenty-two 


yearn, And yet ho ie not quite forty nino | 
yenrs of age. He tw loader of the Liberals 
of the Maritime Provinces ta Dominion 


politics—a position which is fraukly con 
ooded to him because of his ability as # 
public man, bis eloquence As « speaker, 
and bie excellent qualities of head and 
heart which Lave won the confidence and 
esteem of Liberals whiorever he ta known. 

Ho was born at Charlottetown, PVE. 1, 
May 4, 1845. Tis father was Hon. B. 
Davies, for many years « prominent publio 
man in the island province. He was edu- 
cated at the Central Academy and Prinue 
of Wales Cotlege, and studied law in the 
office of Charles Palmer, Q.C, He was 
called to the Prince Kdward Island bar in 
1866, and completed his legal studies at 
Inner Temple, London, commencing the 
practios of his profession in Charlottetown, 
n September, 1867 

A man of hisacknowledyed ability could 
not long remain out @f public life, and con 
sequontly in 1872 he was elected to the 
Provincial Legislatur® for Murray Harbor 
division, being then 27 years of age, He 
had previously filled the office of Solicitor 
Goneral without seat in the Legislatare 
frou 1869 to 1871, and again filled thot 
office in 1872 nnd 1874. In the Assembly 
he was leader of the Opposition until 
September, 1876, when he eae Premier 
end Attorney-General in what was known 
as the Davies-DeBlols administration, « 
coalition ministry which grew mainly out 
of a general election on the question of 
freo and non-sectarian poblio schools. Tn 
1879 the Ministry resigned because of a 
disagreement with tle Conservative section 
ot it, and in the general election which 
followed Mr. Davies was defeated with his 
party on the ass: ent question. 


At the Dominion general election of 1882 
ho was olected (along with Mr, Brechen, 
to

In the Dominion Parliament Mr, Davies 
soon took » prominent position—his abil 
ity, his thorough acquaintance with public 
questions, his readiness in debate and his 
vigorous eloquence quickly bringing him 
to the front, 

As a lawyer Mr, Davies has won a high 
reputation, and is regarded aw the ableat 
and most brilliant member of P. E. Island 
bar, which includes in its rauks some very 
ablemon, Exceedingly well versed in law 
and possessed of a strong and clear intel 
Isct he presents the leading and essential 
points of bis argument always with singa 
lar terseness and force; aud in his address 
to a jury his langnage, though not studi 
oualy cal, is earnest, energetic and 
effectiv, . and always commands

It will also be remembered that Mr. 
Davies was appointed by the Mackenzie 
government as one of the contisel to con- 
duct the case of Canada before the inter- 
national fishery commission which met in 
Halifax that year. It is worth while not. 
ing that that was the only arbitration aver 
held between Canada and the United 
States in which this country came ont frat 
best, This, was due to the merita of the 
case and to the skill and ability with which 
it was prepared and handled, 

Mr, Davies was not long iu the Honao of 
Commons when his ability as a parlia- 
mentarian, his acute knowledge of public 
questions and skill as s debater, placed 
him in the front rank of Canada’s public 
men and secured prompt recognition for 
him as one of the ablest among the many 
able men who forms so large s proportion 
of the Liberal contingent at Ottawa. 

Mr. Davies’ personal reputation is irre- 
proachable as a man aud’s politician, His 
record as a public man is thoronghbly clean 
and unimpeachable. No stain of wrong 
doing reste upon his political esoutchoon— 
the tongue of political slander lias never 
ventured to whisper a syllable of roproach 
against. his personal and private charac 
tor, while his most bitter political oppon 
ents have never ventured to assail him on 
any bnt politioal grounds. 

In his personal intercourse with his 
fellows Mr, Davies is one of the most gonial 
of men. Hoe never allotvs the aaperities of 
political life to integlere “with “porsonal 
friendships that are worth maintaining; 
and while in debate, as his opponents very 
well know, he is a hard litter when hitting 
becomes Hecessary, He never allows him 
self, even under great provocation, to be 
betrayed into the use of violent or discour- 
feou#s language. While he basa thorough 
contempt for demogues and shyater politi- 
cians, heinvariably manifests sincere ré- 
apect for the opinions of those who may 
conscientiously differ from him on public 
questions, 

Mr, Davies bas already made his tark 
in Canadian public Nfs, and as he ia now 
iu the prime of life and full vigor of ian 
hood We may assume that in the ordinery 
course of events he has still along and 
useful career before him.

onemios, and I have to record it for the 
encouragement of all ministers of the 
Gospel who are misrepresented, that if 
the misrepresentation be virnlent enongh 
and bitter enough, and continuou x 
there is nothing that so widens one’s fiel 
of usefulness as hostile attacks, if. you are 
really doing the Lord's work. The bigger 
the lie told about me, the bigger the de- 
mand to see and hear what I really was 
doing. From one stage of sermonic pub- 
lication to another, the work bas gone en, 
until wook by week, and for about twenty- 
threo years, I have had the world form 
andience, a8 no mén ever bad, and to-day, 
more so than at any other time, The 
syndicates inform me that my sermons go 
now to about twenty-five millions of people 
in all lands, I mention thie not in vain 
boast, but as a testimony to the fact that 
God answers prayer. Would God I had 
better ocoupied the field and beon more 
consecrated to the work! May God for-

We have raised in this ohurch over one 
million and. thirty thousand dollars for 
church charitable purposes during the pro 
sent pastorate, while we have given, free 
of all expense, the Gospel to hundreds of 
thonsands of strangers, year by year, I 
reoord with gratitude to God that during 
this genoration of twenty-five yours, I re- 
member but two Sabbaths that I have 
missed service through anything like phy- 
sical indisposition, Almost a fanatlo on

Dr, Talmage’s Choreh for the T hird 


Time Destroyed by Fire, 


ONLY THE WALLS STANDING 


Ifotel Also Gotted by the 
id Sey 


Loss About a Million 
Dollars. 
Bnookiys, May 14,—Rey, 
mage's teow tabernacle, 
Clinton and Greene svouues, 
was barued yosterday

the vicinity were also destroyed. The loa 
1s ehtimated at $1,000,000, 

This ts tho third time Dr Talmage has 


lost his church by fire. He wan in the 
churoh whon the fire atarted, sarronnded 
by a namber of his congregation, bat all 
escaped. He was moved to tears as lie 
witnesved the destruction of the beautifal 
edifice, Four tiremen ware injured daring 
tho fire, not fatally however, and there 
Was groat excitement and scoues of panio 
&s tho tire progressed. 

The fire waa discovered Just after the 
congrogation had been dismisasd from the 
morning service, A small boy rashed jato 
the church throngh one of the open doors 
and informed the sexton that he had seen 
stnoke coming out of the windows on the 
Waverly avenue aide of the cliarch. ‘Thw 
boy voluntesred to Koup in the back of 
the organ to wee if it waa there, He did 
#0, and ® second later he appeared before 
tho threagentiomen with lik fave black 
cued and almost snffocated from atmoke. 
All he ovuld say was that he discovered 
the fire in the back of tha organ. Dr, 
‘Talmage ahd Measrs. Day and Moody then 
started for the organ, but before thoy could 
getnear it, flames burat from the top. 
‘The gentlemen thon made w hurried exit, 

The flames spread with lightning rapid 
ity, and the sparks flow iu all di D8. 
‘The groateat excitoment prevailed. 

The people living in the Hotel Regent 
wore just getting ready for dinner when 
the fire was discovered. They fled from 
their apartmonts leaving e rything behind 
thom, ‘The firemen ware kept buay put 
Hing ont sinall fires which ocourred ‘in the 
houses near by, and inthe vicinity of four 
} blouks of the oharch and hotel, The 

Summerfield M, EK. oharch at Greeue and 

Washington avenues, also oaggbht fire 

from fying sparks and damaged the build: 

ing to the extent of $35,000, 

Despite the effagta of the firemen the 
flaines aproad quickly and the adjoining 
houses caught fire, five on Greone avenue 
sustatning damage all the way from $5,000 
to $15,000, While the firemen Were at 
work on tho houses on Greene avenue 
flames wore seen coming from the roof 
the four houses on Washlagton, hey 
Were extinguished after having damaged 
eavh house to the extent of-$1,500. Two 
hoses and @ stable on Waverly avenue 
were also damaged to the extent of from 
$2,000 to $5,000 each. 

The Tabernacle and Hotel Regeut were 
completely gutted. Nothing remains but 
tho walla ‘The total Lome {s eatimated at @ 
little over a million dollars, The loss on 
the Hotel Regent, including the buildings. 
Paintings, ana the gnosts’ household goods 
will awount to $600,000, The loss on the 
Tabernacle is about $400,000 and the ad, 
joining baildings are reported to be dam- 
aged to the extant of $5,000, 

Perhaps the loss which will grieve Dr, 
Talmage the wost is that of the 
Inemorial stones which he brought from 
the east and which were set in the wall at 
the right of the organ. “Russel Sage who 
holds ® mortgage’ on the tabernacle of 
$125,000 and interest amounting to $15,000 
said the tabernacle was insured and he 
would stand by the churoh and help them 
get on their feet again. 

Dr. Talmage will start ou his trip around 
the world to-day. The tabernacle was {n-

Tho president in introducing Mr, House 
ton, alluded to the very edicieat work 
done by him when in attendance at this 
Association six years ago.

In introducing the subject he said that 
when thechild enters school at five years 
ofagehe has learned the linguage and 
knows how tousext; he has already a 
large vocabulary of words ana (hoteacher's 
duty is not teach new words but the appli- 
cation of those he already koows. he 
unitof laoguage is the sentence and 
teachers should begin With a sentence. He 
then proceeded to discuss the various 
methods of teaching reading and writing 
fo primary classes, comparing the ne- 
thods of teaching these subjects used for- 
merly with those in uso at the present 
timeand showing the great advaotaze 
which the latter has over the former.

Mr Houston Discusses Some Important 
Subjects 
MONDAY AFTERNOON SBSSION.

teacher is to correct any unconventional 
usages they may have thus acquired. Une 
of she firstand most important steps is to 
train the child carefully inoral composition 
AS a preparatory step to written composi« 
tion, 

During a tow minutes between the aub- 
jects, Mr. Jobnaten spoke ot some of the 
reading, writiop, 
hygiene, geography and Canadian History 
calling attention to and suggesting how 
these defects could be oasily remedied.Hs 
alao urged teachers to have as least two 
public examinations every year and ad- 
vised them to spend a part of each Friday 
afternoon to readings, recitat ons and such 
like exeroises, 

On resuming Mr, Houston said that the 
teaching of composition should begin with 
the child's fi st entrance to school and 
eontinue {throughout his school course.

‘This 14 the More surprising because of the 
well Known unwillingness of John Bull to 
do anything in a way different from that 
in which his grandfather did it. - Just 
asthe English yaohtwman ts «aid by the 
jokers to trim the sails of his yaoht in a 
certain mannor because that was the way 
Noah did it; so the English, in planning 
any polar exploration for themselves, are 
sure to follow the very methods adopted 
by Franklin and the plonvers in that fleld 
many years ago. Bat while the English 
make no Innovations themselves they rec: 
ognize the virtue of progress in others. At 
least they have given us even more en 
couragement than we had at home and 
have to o certain degree made us feel the 
foree of the old adage about the prophet 
end bis own country 

Before our arrival here the Emygliah 
newspapers had printed short accounts of 
What we-proposed to do.and how we thi 
we can do it, or just enough t so Curl.

‘These early acoounts, brief and unsatisfac 
tory, struck the English tn « peculiar way.

The press, ever cautious 
and conseryative, discussed the details in- 
telligently and pointed out the advantages 
of our method of approach to the pole. ““I¢ 
certainly seems promising. “" said one pa- 
per. “Perhaps, after all, this plan of dash- 
4ng in, doing all one can in the favorable 
season and getting as quickly out Is the 
best that can be devised,’’ remarked an- 
other. “It looks feasible, but we should 
havo moreconfidence in it if there had not 
already been so many failures ib the arc- 
tics,"’ cautiously commented o thin 

“When we first read of your scheme,"* 
said Secretary Keltey of the Royal Geo- 
graphical society, “we thought you had 
gone crazy, but now that we see the whole 
method we are half Inclined to pin our 
faith to you. If we had not seen so many 
arctic expeditions spring up tn promise 
and go down In failure. even our English 
conservatism might be swept away by your 
brilliant proposition.”” So with Professor 
Harkness, the famous analyst, who ans- 
lyzed allof Dr. Nansen's food supplies and 
has also tested many of those which we 
are taking..

Prevost, the contractor at that time, and 
the present, for supplies furnished the 
oltadel at (Juebso, and the Marine Doepart- 
ment in that city, and who is mentioned in 
the charges.

Groat Britain's Latest Acquisition in the 
uth of Africn.

Pondoland—where troubles bare been 
brewing for sometime past—in probably « 
terra incognito to most Englishmev, If 
asked to state its position on the map few 
porsons would be able to give a satisfactory 
answer, and yet this comparatively un- 
known tract of country is one of the love- 
liest South Afrign. 

Pondoland, as shown by the aceompany~ 
ing aketoh ma) is between the Um-Tata 
aud the Um-Tanvona. It is bounded on 
the north by Natal, onthe west by Griqua- 
land East and on'the southweat by Tembu: 
land and Bomvanaland. It is # country of 


rich valleys and bills and is well watered, 
the principal river being that called the 
Um-Zimvubs’ or ‘St. John's river, which 
risew in the Drakensberg. This river pos- 
sekson an excellent port, which was annex- 
ed to Caps Colony im 1884, 

The Pondomosl are divided into numer- 
ous tribes, of which the principal are the 
Ama-Kongwo, the Ama-Kongwela, the 
Ama-Kobola, the Ama-Kwera and the 
Ama-Nogati, eto. They live in villages in 
the fruitfal valleysof,their country, and, 
thanksto the distance which separates 
them from Cape Colony .they have been 
able to maintain themselves in » compar- 
ative state of independence, The total 
population is ostimated at 200,000 persona 
The Pondomoal tribe undér the chiefs Un 
detahwa and Umblonhlo and tome of the 
most powerful clans, in alliance with the 
Tembus, took up arms atthe outbreak of 
the Basuto war against the government of 
Cape Colony. ‘The ineurrection was event- 
ually surppressed and: # resettlement of 
the country waseffected, » Sir Bartle Frere 
in 1878 issued «proclamation in which 
Umgikela, the paramount chief of the 
Pondos, for breach,ef his treaty engage- 
monte, ceased to he recognized as such, 
and the port of the St. John’s river was 
vested in Cape Colony. Umgikela, how- 
ever, was pormitted to continue aa chief of 
Eastern Pondoland, and a realdept was 
deputed to act as the representative of the 
governmont of Cape Colony in that conn- 
try. Umgikela‘died in the aotoinn of 1887, 
and iv thefollowing spring his son Sigoan, 
the présont paramount chieftain, was 
elected as hie successor, Theport of St.

fow minutes swopt over them, endanger 
the lives of those who are atill on board 

At least thirty vonsela are anchored out 
side the harbor waiting for the #torm to 
subside, All are more or leas damaged, 
and the signals of distress that havo ap 
peared among them from time to time 
during the day havo kept the life savers 
busy. Twenty-five or thirty men have 
been brought in all exhausted aud suffer. 
ing immensely from the exposure and 
cold, In several casoa help has urrived 
too late and a corpse was found among the 
half conscious sailors. 

The Johu Loomis McLaren, which had 
deon riding at anchor about @ mile ont, 
parted her chains andoommenced to come 
for the ashore at Twonty-ninth street 
Darknows wan coming on, but it was won 
that eight men were ollnging to the rig 
wing. The boat was carried on to the 
piling. She rebounded like a robber ball, 
while another wave oame sweeping over 
tho rigging. In the meantime the life 
saving crew, reinforced by half « dozen of 
their nen, had wade rondy their lines, 
The first rocket took effect, and one by 
one the men were brouyht ashore. 

In the evening the lomber fleet, about 
two miles out, was throwing out distress 
rockets and was apparently coming ashore, 
About the same time tlie achoouer Myrtle 
was soon drifting ashore noar 20th strevt, 
Six half-frozen men were olinging to the 
rigging ‘The life-saving crow was busy a 
tailoaway and could give no assistance. 
Niue officers with plenty of ropes wore on 
the shore, but having no rockets with 
which to cast their lines they could not 
help the doomed sailom ‘The captain, 
whose name is Warnor, was the first to go. 
A huge Waye swept hit overboard and he 
was not bgnin. The schooner had 
drifted to Street when her mainmust 
was carried 7, tak! with it as ic fell 
one aide Deprived of this 
shelter, the re Allors were washed 
overboard one hy one until but one was 


loft, He took eff hia clothes during a lull 
iu tho storm and jomped overboard, strik- 
ing ont pg ated He hid gone but a 
few yards, however, when be was carried 


under Ly the waves and did not reappear, 
The soli 0 foot off B5rh 
street, Abe es 

One gece of the orew, Reinardson, 
had broken is arm and was unable to 
reach the lifeboat. The crew climbed 
into the boat and flonted to with in 200 feot 
of Bett ci was overturned for the 
third time, The men, with the aid of 
their life . ated ashore, The 
life ate 4 wad again and fioally 
managed to reach the boat, Only three 
mombers of the crew, numbering seven 
in all, conld be seen still clinging to 
the rigging, and Frank Goardin of the 
life ania orew also been able to 
hold on, Two of #} above water were 
dead and were not bronght to shore, The 
only two Snally saved were Robert Pattor- 
son, of Talo, whose parents live in 
Kingston, Ont, and Frank Guardis, mem- 
ber of the life-saving crew. The st¥ dead 
are: Capt. McCallogh, 35 years old,siugle, 
Oswego; Mate Tom Bessot, of Buffalo; 
Thomas Tercott, Kingston; two unkuown 
sailors from Buffalo; unknown woman 
cook from vicinity of Toronto. 

Forty lives were saved by the crews of 
the life saving boats and the tugs of the 
Chicago company during the day. At 
midnight the velocity of the wind was 45 
to 50 iniles an hour, The members of 
the various life saving crows and the 
officers from the police stations on the 
south #ide of the city are patrolling the 
beach,

crown, Hoight overtopping all height, 
The centre of every circunference. The 
circumference to every centre, ‘Lhe pact- 
fier of all turbulence, ‘he umpire of all 
disputes, Jess! Jeans! At His table 


all nations are to sit, Around His throne 
all worlds are to revolve, He is to be the 
irradiation of the universe. Jestis! Jesus!

the Holy Ghost, the Comforter, the Sunoti- 
fier, cheering up the heart in life's flls, and 
kindling bright lights tu every dark land- 
ing place, We believe that the whole tice 
isso sunken in sin that nothing but the 
omnipotent arm of God oan ever lift it ont, 
Wo boliove in graco—free grace, sovereign 
grace, triumphant grace, eternal grace, 
We believe in « Bible—authentic in its 
statements, Immaculate in its teachings, 
glorious in its promisns We believe in 
heaven, the abode of the righteous; and in 
holl, the residenqgof those who soul-suici- 
des—of their own froe chivice, refusing the 
Divine mercy, We believe iu the salvation 
of all men who accept Christ by faith, be 
they sprinkled or immersed, worship they 
in cathedral or in log cabin, belleve they 
in Presbyterinnism or Kpiscopacy, dwell 
they nnder Italian skies or Siberian snow: 
storing, be they Ethiopinn or American, 
All one in Christ, one Lord, one faith, one 
baptisw, on the way to one heaven, Wa 
built this Tabernacle for the purpose of 
wotting forth these great theories of the 
Gospel of the Son of God.

And au we 
culled the architects together for our first 
church bnildi and said, ‘'Give os an 
sinphitheatre’—that is, a large family oir 
cle, gathored around a fireplace, For many 
years we had felt that an amphithoatre 
was the only proper shape for an audience 
room, Tho pruivinént architects of the 
country said, “It cannot be done, You 
need a churehly building.” And so we had 
plan after plan of churchly buildings pre- 


gented; butin due time God sent » man 
who grasped our idea and executed it, So 
| far from being o failure, it satief 
ed onr want, and all onr threo 
churches were built on the amphi- 


theatre plan, and scores of churches all 
over the country have adopted the same

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DESPERATE SMUGGLER CAPTURED. 


Government Croiser Constance Makes = 
Good Haul. 

Quenec, May 19—The Government 
croiser Constance has fallen in lately with 
® suspicious svuhooner and put the grap- 
pilings to her. Yesterday the Constance 
was observed sailing into port with « prize, 
a deeply-laden fure and aft schooner. The 
correspondent boarded her at once and 
Cant. Min , the commander of the Con- 
stance, readily gave him the information 
required. 

jednesday evening the lookout man re- 
ported a schooner sonth-eastward. The 
wind was abeam, so that the craft, having 
sinck sheets, scampered away nicely. The 
Constance was then standing northward of 
the schooner at equal distance from Seven 
Islands and the south-west point of Anti- 
coati, The steamer bore down on her and 
hailed the suspicions craft, No one would 
answer satisfactorily. There aeemed to be 
no master on board of her. 

Captain May put ont a boat with « 
orew of five men. ‘bin was the boarding 
party. The boat pulled up close to the 
schooner, and the first officer of the Con- 
stance, who was in charge of the boat, 
hailed the captain of the schooner to 
heave-to. Noone on board of the ans- 
pected smuggler heeded the officer's com- 
mand. The boat tried to pull close to the 
schooner, but the craft boarded its fore 
and aft. sheets inboard and stood towards 
the reef-bonnd shores of the Anticosti 
close hauled. The boat now haying a 
head sea on could not reach the schooner 
#0 thatthe Constance had to take the boat 
in tow and drop her ahead of the smug- 
gler. This time the boat managed to 
reach the stnugglors’ side, but» resolute 
set of men, all of whom were animated 
with fighting disposition, lined the lee 
rail.

Loxpon, May 21.—Parliament resumed 
ite altting to-day under the shadow of dis 
solution, Sir William Harcourt, the Gov- 
ernment leader in the House, has informed 
the leaders of the MoCarthyite section of 
the Irish Parllament, that the next general 
election will probably take place in Jnly, 
and other Liberal authorities have con- 
veyed similar intimation, Mr. Richard 
Haldono, M, P., in his speech to hin con- 
stituents, alao predicted an early diasoln- 
tion, and added that in bis opinion it 
ought to have ocourred ere now in order 
to have the election of suoh a majority as 
would stamp anmistakably the desire of 
the conntry to pass Government measures 
without further hindrance. 
opinion is genoral that the dissolution ts 
imminent, not one of the beat informed of 
the Liberal party knows whether the 
Government will attempt to carry the 
clauses of budget, the registration bill and 
the evicted tenants bill before appealing to 
the country, 

If the present feeble majority would 
persistently adhere to the Government the 
session would be prolonged until all im 
portant bills, tnoluding the. measure of 
tho disestablishment of the cturch in 
Wales, would be passed by the House of 
Commons and sent to the House of Lords 
for rejection, but the possibility of defeat 
lurks in every proposal submitted by the 
Government to the popular legislative 
body, An electoral atraggle may be pre- 
cipitated at any moment, and all that the 
Ministers can do fs wait and prepare for 
ix Tho coming anti-Lord's conference in 
Leods will sound the trampet of battle, 
The Cabinet are resolved to make the 
question of the survival of the House of 
Lords, as it is at present constituted, the 
firat plank in their election programme. 
This assurance has caused the National 
Liberal Federation to take action to obtain 
from all constituencies picked delegates to 
the conference. 

Severd] members of the Cabinet have 
very reluctantly given thelr assent to the 
adoption of a bold and determined policy 
in opposition to the House of Lords, bnt 
the majority of the Minlatera are tho: 
roughly convince that further liberal 
legislation is impossible unless the Upper 
House is controlled, and those gentlemen 
are heartily en rapport with the popular 
feeling. ‘The principal reason which will 
engage the attention of the anti-Lords 
conference will propose the limitation of 
the peers to a single session. Any bill re- 
quired by the Honae of Lords whioh shall 
again be passed by the Houss of Commons 
at a subsequent session need not go to the 
Upper House. Though the resolution has 
the sanction of the Cabinet it will fall very 
far short of satisfying the radicals, bat in 
Government circl@ it is believed that such 
a change can be moro casily effected than 
the complete abolition of the peers’ veto 
power. 

A London paper, which has been glean- 
ing the ideas of number of poers ou the 
coming doom of their body, has elicited 
the opinion of the Dake of Fife, son-in-law 
ofthe Prince of Wales, who expresses 
himaelfas in favor of infusing popular 
elementsinto the Upper House without 
breaking its historic continuity, The Duke 
declines to discuss the question whether 
the new olemients shall consist of olective 
or life peerages, but suggests that a com 
tnittee, comprising the best men in both 
Houses of Parliament, be appointed to 
htop the subject. Tho other peers who 
responded to the newspaper's inyitation 
to express their views on the subject, in 
oluded Viscount Harrington, Earl Dela. 
mere, Lord Norton, the Earl of South and 
Lord Sherborne, all of whom are opposed 
to any concessions on the part of the House 
of Lords and in favor of a determined 
fight for the integrity of that body. Earl 
Stanhope shares to ao certain extent the 
views expressed by the Duke of Fife, be 
Heving that it would be well to add to the 
Upper House a limited nomber of life 
peers, Lord Windsor advises the aboli: 
tion of the present House, and the forma: 
tion of a neW one on the basis of elective 
and selective. ‘Tho responsoa asa whole, 
however, show that the peors are wholly 
\gnorant of the strength of the popnlar 
determination to amend or end their legia 
Jative body, 

Tho party organizers pro energetically at 
work in proparing for tho {inevitable elec 
tion, The liste of candidates, 
laboriona of the preliminary work, are 
noarly comploted, The Liberals have of 
fered to deiray the election expenses of six 
Jabor candidates, provided thoy will pledge

in the late alteraoon and early ning. 
Shortly before 2 o'clock the guards, 1,000 
strong, marotied into the square and took 
positions that blocked Ingress and egress 
through the streots leading into it 

At 3,10 o'clock fifteen monnted police’ 
inen formed a piquet d’execution facing 
the gaillotine 

At 4.07 o'clock the little door of the 
prison creaked on its rusty a aud the 
fifteon policemen of the piqnet d’exeoution 
dared thoir awords, Evory eyo tarned to 
words the big gateway and every eye was 
strained to catch the first glimpne of the 
prisoner. The iron doors swung slowly 

apart. Chaplain Valadior walked in front. 
yaciee wos corded more tightly than ie 
nanal and over his shoulders was a close 
blue jacked, Ho was ghastly white, but 
ho walked with » firm step. As ho ap- 
proached the platform he shouted: *'Cour- 
age comrades; long live anarchy |” 

His voice was not as lond ax Vaillant’s, 
and trembled noticeably. Deiblor's assist- 
ants whipped off his jacket. Aa they 
pushed bim against the plank he shouted 
again, ‘' Courage; long live Anarchy!" 

His neck did not fit the lanette properly 
as le fell and Deibler gave him a little tug 
forward, The click of the knife was 
hoard the next moment and Henry's hoad 
dropped to the gronud, The blood from 
the trauk apnrted high as the body re- 
volved into the basket. 

Deibler himself picked up the head from 
the sawdust and threw it viciously into 
the basket with the body. 


THE VENEZUELA EARTHQUAKE. 
A Town With All Its [habitants Disap- 
peared—It Wasa Terrible Disaster. 


Wasniyotoy, May 21,—Advices receiy- 
ed at the State Department from Consul 
Plomacher, at Maracaibo, dated May 5, 
show that the greatest damage of the 
Venezuelan earthquake was done on the 
famous San Carlos & Merida Railway near- 
ly completed in the Andes. The axis of the 
disturbance, which lasted at some points 
threo days, was along its line. Several 
splendid bridges were totally destroyed 
and others were considerably injured. 
Several stations were thrown down, the

In some places 
black water having a fetid odor was ex- 
pelled from crevasses inthe earth. The 
earthquake is said to have been much 
worse than those of 1849 and 1875.

the Royal Institution, London's ac 
holy of holies, in which to expound bia 
thoorlos and dimseminate the fruite of his 
research, ‘The Marquis of Lorue-runa Fife 
vory close in ‘the digging up of popular 
hubjocts'and it 1s « race between them as 
to who {ts the better hand in.working up 6 
paper which 1s both interesting aud couch: 
ed {n Isnguage understood by the masses, 
Fife, however, has held: hisiown ao for and 
the British public han quite come to regard 
him as good all-round man, who, al 
though « royal princess’ husband, walks 
about with his eyes open and allows fow 
mattors of interest to escape him. 

On the aubjoct of quiniue tho duke says 
that if it is not exaotly a “household modi- 
cine,” during the pant fow yours it hav cor- 
tainly become a houlehold word. And 
Perhaps no otherdrug hus @ history more 
varied and {nterosting: Peruvian bark 
first “appeared in’ the Loudon pharmaco: 
pola in 1677, It was, however, used in 
England atleastas early as tho year 1655, 
and was advortised for sale in 1655 ay ‘The 
excellent. powder called by the name of 
Jesuita’ powder, brought over by one James 
Thomson, merchant of Antworp.”” 

But what ia now universally known as 
quinine--one of the moat important of the 
alkaloids—was not discovered until 1811; 
nor was it obtained in a pure state by com- 
plete separation from the other consti 
tuénts of the bark novtil ten years after 
ward. Quits nnecientifically, qainine may 
be described as the bane, or essential prin. 
ciple, of the bark of certain Individual 
among the cinchona family of treen This 
bark was first introdieed into Europe in 
1682, though itis generally said to have 
besn unknown there before the return to 
Madrid of the Conntess of Cinchon, the 
wife ot the Viceroy of Vern, in 1640. This 
lady, from whom the bark-producing trees 
derive their botanical name, had been 
cured by it of = fever contracted in Lima 
in 1638, and her physician, by whom she 
was accompanied to Europe, not unnatir 
ally made much of the wonder-working 
medicine. 

Bat the Jesulte who had settled in Pero 
were quite aware of its virtues at an earlier 
date. Thoy were, at all events, the chief 
agonte of its distribution in Europe, the 
powder obtained from tha bark being then 
generally known: as ‘Jesuits’ Powder.” 
in Madrid it was, called Countess’ Pow- 
der, and in Rome Palyis Patram, From 
the latter city it speedily found its way to 
Brussels and Antwerp, where it was sold 
for its weight in silver, or about ten times 
the then price of opium. In 1658 twenty 
doses of the powder were gent from Rome 
to Paris at a cost of $250, and Cardinal 
Mazarin recommended its use in a danger- 
ous illness of Louis XIV. That Pernvian 
bark was ndministered to the French king 
is undoubted, but an interesting piece of 
historical evidences points to different 
source a6 to the means of ite introduction 
to that court. . In 1679 a well known Lon- 
don physicfan named Talbor cured Charles 
11, of atertian fever, with the now famons 
bark, whieh is regarded in the hands of 
skilled persons ‘‘as a noble and safe modi- 
cjue,”” Compared with the nature of the 

“elixir,” which had been in all good faith 
compounded for James 1 for « similar dis- 
temper, the new drug was indeed worthy 
of admiration, The fame of Charles’ phy- 
siclan extended to France and Louis X1V’s 
surgeon published an account of Talbor's 
treatment, which was translated into Eng- 
lish, entitled **Palbor'a Wonderful Secret 
for Curing of Agnes aud Fevers.”

national scourges for which the ‘' fever 
bark” was accepted as almost a miraculous 
panacea. Nor does this estimate of its 
powers appear extravagant when the Indi- 
crous and often barbarous nature of the 
remedies which it gradually stperseded are 
taken Into consideration. ‘*Plaistera and 
possets” were among the prevailing nos- 
trams; but their ingredients were rather 
suggestive of the contents of a witoh’s 
ealdron than of the beneficent applications 
of later days Fover was to be cured by 
music and ague by electricity, while the 
placing of the fourth book of the Iliad 
under the long-suffering pationt’s head was 
supposed to Se of magical valoe in both 
disorders, Above all, fear was thought to 
be especially necessary in the treatment of 
ague, and the description of many of the 
mothoda then used seems to have been woll 
calculated to inspire it 

Humboldt doubted whether the curative 
nature of the bark was originally known to 
the Peruvians, butthe probability seems to 
be that it# qualities were fully understood 
by the natives long before the Spaniards 
landed on their shores, There is a tradi 
tion that the propertios of the bark wero 
first praotically realized by a fever-stricken 
Indian, who, being left behind in the for- 
est by his companiong, drank of a stream 
whioh flowed through it, and which had 
been impregnated by the bark of the over- 
hanging cinchona trees. His onre was 60 
speedy that it was looked npon as miracu- 
lous, and the Indians flocked to the stream 
to partake of ite sanpposed occult virtues, 
It i also ‘assorted that the pumas and jag 
uars of the mountain forest are in tho 
habit of gnawing the cinebona trees, and 
this in the more worthy of belief as it is 
known that the instinct of many domestic 
animale, as probably of all wild ones, 
leads them to seek particular herbs for 
medicinal purposes, Moreover, savages of 
tho lowest typo resort specifically to vari 
ons kinds of vegetable ‘bitters as a cure 
for fever and agua,

These Lawless Cranks and

AN OFFICER KILLED IN THE FRAY 


Two Other Ofloers Recelye Very Serious 
Woundse—The Leader of the White- 
caps, Who Started the Fight,

Mewrnis, Tenn, May 24.—One killed 
and three seriously wounded ia tho result 
of @ pitched battle between officers of the 
law anda gang of whitecape at Forest 
City, St, Francia county, Ark., youterday. 
Sevoral weeks ago Detective Webster, of 
Memphis, wax employed by the shariff of St 
Francis county to ran down the whitecaps, 
ond a8 9 resalt forty arrenta followed some 
of them being prominent cftizens. The 
people domanded that speedy justice be 
meted out to the whitecaps, 

A special term of the criminal court was 
ordered and the court convened at Forest 
City to try the caves, Shortly after the 
adjournment of court Detective Webster, 
accompanied by Deputy Sheriff Sherman 
and two or three court bailiffs, stepped in 
to a saloon to got adrink. As the offloers 
entered they mot several members of tho 
gang of whitecaps who are ont on bail, 
en Gore, who is charged with being o 
tmomber of the whitecaps, opened fre on 
the officers, which was the signal for » 
general fusilade, 

After the smoks had cloared away, Do: 
tective Wobster was found with ao bullet 
hole through his heart, while beside him 
Iny Deputy Shoriff Shermau and P. D, 
Gowling with serious wounds, while » few 
feot further Henry Gore was seriously 
wounded. The sheriff soon arrived and 
arrosted the whitecans, 


HAWAIIAN REPUBLIC. 


The New State of Affairs on the Island 
Assuming Shape. 

Naw York, May 28.—A Honolalu special 
says: ‘ho nowconatitution has beon drawn 
up by the council and will be presented to 
the convention on May 80, The now gov: 
ernment is to be called the Republic of 
Hawail. There gre to be a President and 
an Exeontive Council of five, Fifteen 
Senators will comprise the Upper House of 
the Legislature, The Lower House, to be 
the Assembly, stall consist of fifteen mem- 
bors Mestings of the Legislature are to 
be held avery two’ years, ench sossion to 
last no longer than ninety daya 

Prosident Dolo will probably retain bis 
office for two yeara, the next president to 
be choson by the people. 

It is assorted that the Royalists are 
ready to make a bold move for the rein 
statement of Lilinokalani as soon as the 
new Repnblio is declared, They believe 
Adiniral Walker will aid them, thinking 
he will carry out the original policy of 
President Cleveland. 

From inside sonrces it is loarned that 
Minister Thoraton will not return to 
Washington, but will accept the portfolio 
of Minister of Foreign Affairs in Dole's 
Cabinet. A. 8. Hartwell, a prominent 
lawyer, will succeed Thurston at Wash- 
ington. 

Minister Willis is gaining in favor 
among Hawalians, aud his recent actiona 
have tended to allay the feeling of dis- 
trast againat him. 

Saw Francisco, May 23.—Advicos from 
Houolula of May 15, per steamer Gaelic, 
suy: Presideut Dole has issued a procla-

Pitman bas issued « little library of about 
eighty volumes printed entirely in short 
hand, ranging from the Bible to ‘ Pas 
selan.”’

Camadian Cattle Pass the Iuspector. 
Loxpon, May 23.—The first shipment of 
Canadian cattle to the British Isles has 
arrived and passed the special Goyern- 
ment inspector, There were 370 head in 
this shipment and not one animal is re 
ported to have been regarded as suspic: 
ions, The beasta in this herd, which are 
naeful, but not of the best quality, brought 
from 4} to 5 pence per pound. It is now 
thought that if the 6,430 Canadian cattle 
afloat pass the samo oxamination, it 
should enable Hon, Herbert Gardiner, 
President of the Board of Agriculture, to 
remove the obnoxious embargo, This 
course he will undoubtedly pursue if no 
further suspicion arises. The Lancet in 
this week's issue gives medical support to 
Canada’s case. 


Entertained an American Ofticer, 

Loxpox, May 2%.—Captain Alfred T. 
Mahan, commander of the United States 
cruiser Chicago, was entertained at a 
banquet given in his honor by the English 
publishers of his works, Sampson, Low, 
Marston & Co. A large number of guests 
Were present. Mr, Marston, in the course 
ofa speech, ssid that the French tranala- 
tlon of Capt, Mahan's ‘History of Sei 
Power” had been completed and that the 
German translation of the work was pro- 
greasing rapidly, Capt. Mahan said he 
was engaged in the proparation of a third 
seotion of naval history, reaching to 1815 
and covering the busy life of Lord Nelson. 


Manchester Canal Attacked,

Surprised Tactfal Lovd Dutterto, 


“Tact” ta a word moat diffienlt to define, 
One of the Freneh dictionarion deworihos it 
as ‘delicacy, or delicacy of judgment,” and 
that, In my humble opinion comes nrarest 
to the true Snterpretation of the quality. 
It is one which is’ more indispensable to 
everyday life than any othor, the absence 
of which gives rise to boundless misasy, 
whilo its posseasion may be regarded as 
forming ono of the principal ingredionts of 
the happiness and welfare of humanity. 
Laok of tact has served to reduce to ruin 
many a noble and grand career, and to 
bring obloquy apon the moat upright of 
obavectarey ehite tte presence has served 
to counterbalance serious defects, and not 
only to successfully cloak moral short- 
comings, but even to render them toler- 
able, For tact implies kindness of heart, 
and to those posseusiog the latter wo are 
always inclined to accord Indulgence. 
Napoleon IIL, for instance, a man whose 
private life was far from being above re- 
Poet and whose unfortunate surround. 
ings brought disaster upon his house and 
upon hia country, was the mont kind-heart- 
ed and, at the same time, the most, tact 
fol of men, And it was not by 
his statermanahip nor yet by his conduot, 
but solely by his extraordinary tact, that 
ho was able to conquer the strong prejadi- 
ces that had been formed agatnat him by 
Queen Victoria, by the late Czar and his 
consort, and by so many other of the reign 
ing families of Knrope. There are many 
instances that could be recounted to iding 
trate hia tact. But the following will prob- 
ably suffice: At one of the Court balls of 
the Tuileries, « gallant colonel, while 
waltzing, lost his footing and brought 
both himself and his partner to the ground, 
almost at the feet of the Emperor, 
“Madame,” remarked the Emperor, as he 
aasintod the lady to rise, *'o'eat la denalome 
fois qne je vols tomber lo Colonel, La 
promiere foin, o'etait aur lo champ de bat 
illo, a Solferino.” (It is the ascond time 
that I have seen the Colonel fall; the first 
time it was on the battlefield of Solferino,) 
That was a piece of exquisite tact 
and of kindly consideration; for it was 
calculated to raise the Colonel in 
the eyes of his fair partner and to 
dispel the sentiments of mortification and 
humiliation which he would naturally foel 
on account of bh kwardness, But din- 
plays of tact snob as this are not necessari- 
ly imnited toapecch, Sometimes the very 
avoidance of any atterance constitutes 
tact, Few people had more canse to ap- 
preciate this than old Baron Schaoffor, 
who for #0 many yours represented Austria 
at Washington, The Baron, it m 
remembered, returned home and banded 
in his resignation in consequence of a 
blunder which he had committed here by 
communicating a strictly confidential dis- 
patch, intended for his own secret inform: 
ation, to the American Secretary of State. 
This mistake for atime serionsly affected 
tho relations between Austria aud this 
country, Yet never a word of reproach 
did the old Baron receive from Connt Kal- 
noky, the Anstrian Chancellor and Minua- 
ter of Foreign Affairs. ‘‘It was all my 
fault,” Baron Schaeffer used to say, in dis- 
cussing the matter; ‘but Count Kalnoky 
possessed far teo exqnisite a degree of tact 
to tell me so.” 

But tact is not necessarily restricted to 
persons of ancient lineage, or of high 
breeding and of lofty rank, The seaman 
on the deck or the porter at the railroad 
station who discreetly turns away so as not 
to appear to intrude apon our grief in 
parting from those near and dear to us, or 
upon onr joy in welcoming them in, 
displaysns much delicate tact as either 
Napoleon IIT, or Connt Kalnoky inthetwo 
instances above quoted. And where could 
one find more courtier: lik t than in that 
H-leas mayor of aamall English provincial 
town who, on the occasion of royalty at- 
tending a ball at the Mansion House in 
London, haying recolved o xmiling warn 
ing from the Princess of Wales that her 
olildren were just recovering from the 
moasles, and that he mast therefore be- 
ware in dancing the quadrille with her, 
gallantly responded, with a low bow, that 
he was not afraid, and that he would be 
delighted to take anything from ‘‘so 
charming a source.” Mr, Gladstone, though. 
the most remarkable and in toany respecte 
attractive figure in contemporary English 
life, is lamentably deficiont in tact, as was 
that other and almost equally popular 
Grand Old Man, Lord Palmerston, before 
him, And it is entirely owing to this de- 
fect in the composition of their respective 
characters that they never succeeded in 
hitting it off altogether with their royal 
mistress, 

Of all tactlesa men, perhaps, the man 
most noted for this shortcoming was the 
lato Lord Derby, who, notwithstanding 
hig, extraordinary talent, his remarkable 
common sense and sagacity, lived aud died 
a wonred, disappointed, misunderstood and 
unpopular man. Lack of tact was like- 
Wike the distinguishing ohsracteriatic of 
that other clever English statesman, Lord 
Sherbrooke, better known as ‘‘Bob Lowe;” 
and it is likewise ote of the drawbacks to 
the success of Signor Crisp!, the present 
Italian Premier, Thos, during the silver 
wedding festivities at Rome a year ago, 
finding himself face to face with the Em- 
press of Germany, who immediately re- 
cognized him and extended ber hand in 
the most gracious way, he showed in such 
a plain manner that he had uo idea who 
on earth she could be, and that he con- 
d her rather forward. that sho was 
ed to montion her name before ho 
could make up his mind to bow down and 
kins the extended hand. On another oo- 
casion, when bis groom of the chambers 
had just’ announced Lord Dufferin and 
thrown open the folding doora leading into 
the office of the Premier, Crispi, withont 
attempting to rise from the arm-chair in 
which he was lounging, contented himself 
with alrily waving his hand to the Am- 
bassador and bade him a nogligent good- 
morning, similing pleasantly as he did #o, 
Tho smile was not returned, and Lord 
Dufferin, with his eyeglass in his eye, 
stopped short on the threshold and gazed 


stondfastly at Crispi with an ex. 
pression of mingled bautear and sure 
prise, The Prowieor at ast understood, 


and, jumping up in much confusion, rush- 
ed towards the most tactful of all Queen 
Victoria’s Ambassadors, overwhelming him 
with apologies for bia “‘anintentional dis 
courtesy.” While Emperor Francis Joseph, 
Qooon Vitoria, Queen Christina of Spain, 
ond the Quoen Regent, of Holland. are re- 
nowned for their tact, King Leopold of 
Belgium, the Portuguese royaltivs, and 
particularly Emperor William are notud 
for the absence of this quality, Perhaps

Ottawa, May °5,—The question of the 
Houvs standing wijourned until Monday in 
honor of the Queen's birthday came ap in 
the House yesterday, when Sir Jobu 
Thompson moved that Government orders | 
have precedence over other business tov 
day, and when the House adjourns it 
should staud adjourned tll the following 
Monday, 

Hon, Mr. Laurier agroed and the motion 
was adopted, 

Mr. Mulock made a long Speech upon 
the question of ovean freight rates on cat- 
Uo, He emphasized the argaments he had 
used speaking upon this same subject a 
month ago. He desired the Goverament 
to take charge of his bill dealing with this 
question, 

Sir Charles H. Topper said that upon 
two occasions be liad met representatives 
of the cattle shipping indnatry in the pre- 
wonce of Mr, Mulock, They were urging 
Jogislation of the character embodied in 
Mr, Mulock’s bill, and bed promised to 
forniah hin (Sir Charles H, Tupper) with 
certain documents which would urove the 
clearness of their position aud farnish cer- 
information regarding the subject, 
The information promised bad not been 
forthcoming and hesnpposed that theeat- 
tle abippera were still looking for it ‘The 
Government wonld have to recelye this 
information before they could aondertake 
the responsibility of sucha bill, It was 
evident that the cattle men were not so 
urgent how as they were a few months ago, 
else their information would havo been 
forwarded, 

Dr, Spronlo thought that the cattle 
shippers sboald immediately send wuthon- 
Ue information, as promised, to the Gov- 
ernment 

Sit Jobn Thompson said that he would 
give the bill his earnest consideration, He 
could not promise, however, that the Goy- 
eroiment would adopt the measure. 

Mr, McCarthy thought the bill one of 
tho moat important of the session. He 
jaw the difticolties in the way of passing 
such a bill, No measure should be passed 
which would lujare the shipping trade of 

Montreal. He did not agree with the 
Government in taking private members’ 
day for the discussion of the tariff, A bill 
which he had introduced had not yet been 
rolohed on the list of private members’ 

Col, Amyot said that it was all very 
well for membors who were daily in their 
seats in the House to peat of delay, 
but foraman «uch as Mr. McCarthy to 
make sucha complaint was ridiculous, 
since hegpent the greater portion of hia 
time attending to bis private bustness, and 
ouly came to the House when he desired to 
make trouble. 

Hon, Mr. Curran said that Mr. McCar- 
thy's bill had been reached, but that he 
was absont, and the bill had been allowed 
to stand at the request of Mr, MoCarthy's 
friend, Mr. Martin, of Winnipeg. If Mr. 
McCarthy bad been iu Parliament atteud- 
ing to his duty his billgwould have been 
argued before the Houce long ago. It was 
his own fault if the bill had been placed 
down on the list. - 

Mr, MeCarthy said that it was true that 
his bill bad been reached, but he was 
absent because of sickness in hia family. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier asked if the Govern- 
ment intended to introduce other measures 
in addition to those, notice of which had 
already been given by the Prime Minister, 

Sir John Thompson, in reply, said that 
there would be other bills introduced b; 
the Government besides those of whic! 
notice had already been given, The Goyv- 
ernment proposed to iutroduce bills relat- 
ing to the French treaty, the fast Atlantic 
steamship service, and joint stock com- 
panies, snd there would also be the in- 
solvency bill from the Senate, He could 
hot remeinber any more at present that 
the Goverument had formed the intention 
of introducing. Whether they would deal 
with thé question of the redistribution of 
Quebec would depend largely upon the 
length of the session. 

Hon, Mr. Foster announced that the 
tariff was aboutcompleted, aud that with 
the exception of the consideration of two 
orthree unimportant items the tariff was 
decided upon, and that there would be no 
more changes of great moment, 

The House then went into committee of 
supply to consider the estimates. 

After recess the House went into com- 
mittes of ways and means, but no import- 
ant business was done, The House rose 
at 10,30 p.m.

Hye more Joxuriows lives than do the 
wealthy people of the United States or 
England, I speak of the Shanghai of 
the European and the American. The 
Chinese who are mixed op in it are as 

or as rich as they are in other parts of the 


empire, The foreigners have the right 
to the land in what is known as the 
concessions, These belong wo Eng: 


land, France and the United States, and 
the government is made up of a connoll 
elected by them, #o that there is {pn reality 
hore a little republic, which makes its own 
Jaws, bas ite own police force and manages 
nm business independent of the celes-_ 
The land nominally belongs to the 
emperor, but it is the property of the 
foreigners by their paying acertain ground 
rent, which has ents fixed by treaty. 
This amounts to about five gold dollars per 
acren year, When it was bought it cost 
something like two bundred dollars per 
sore, but much of it -bas been ‘sold for 
from $60,000 to $100,000 per acre, and 
thus made the fortunes of the original 
holdera Upon it all sorts of improve- 
ments have gone up, and slong the river 
there are now as five bouses as you will 
find auywhere in the world. Business 
blocks of immense size lie just back of « 
beautiful park between the river and the 
street, and a big city has grown up on the 
ground owned by the foreigners, There 
are only abont 8,000 foreigners, but 
the foreign settlement contains moré 
than 200,000 people, the remainder 
of whom are natives, who like to 
do business aud live under  for- 
eign protection, In addition to this, there 
is within a short distance the native City 
of Shanghai of 125,000 inhabitants. This 
is surrounded by walls, and it is as dirty 
and as nasty as are the Chinese cities of 
the interior, where a foreigner has never 
been seen, Foreign Shanghai isa city of 
electric lights, of newspapers and of libra- 
ries, The subscription Mbrary here con- 
talos 12,000 volumes and the library of the 
Shanghai Club has more than 5,000.

Finding Buried Cities. 

New York, May 26.—A Recorder special 
from Mapami, Mexico, says: The party of 
American archeologists who left here a 
weok ago on an exploring trip to the re 
oontly discovered silent and deserted city 
in the Sierra Madre mountains have just 
retarned. They bring # sensational story 
of the discovery of another hidden city in 
the same locality, about five Spanish 
lesgues north of the first ind, Tho leader 
of the party is C. W. Bantione, who states 
that the second of these cities is very simt- 
lsr to the first in appearance, and that 
they wero evidently at one time twin 
capitals of m great and wealthy empire 
that existed long before the time of the 
Azteca. The two cities are connected by

TAE EVANGHLISTS WILL BRAMAIY 
TSRES DAYS LONGER 
A Spontanoous Expression of Confidence 
and Affection-OQver 700 Have Boon 
Converted. 


The immense congregation that as- 
sembled in Bridge St. church last night 
was a magnificent tribute to the power 
and popularity of and the public con, 
fidence in evangelists Crosaley and Hun-

Mr. Baker put the ques+ 
tion to the audience every man, woman 
aod child in thechurch sprang t) their 
feet with delightful unanimity, while deep 
sighs of satisfaction and pleasure, and, in 
not afew co ses, aobs that spoke more 
eloquently than words, were heard all over 
the church. Seldom is it permitted anyone 
to witness such a Spectacle, and the

- Then home 
should bs a place of companionship 
Make companions of your children, Some 
men, especially business men, are almost 
Strangers to their children. Then home 
should be a place of enjoyment. Raise 
the blinds, open the parlor, “let the chil> 
dren enjoy the best in the house, let them 
laugh and shout and play and be happy. 

“The days of our years ore three score 
years and ten.” Under this verse Mr, 
Hunter spoke of the shortnesa of life. If 
& man lives to be seventy he bas 26,550 
days. Deduct 20 years for childhood, one 
third of the balance for sleep, another 
third for id!eness and illness, and the time 
devoted to eating, exercise, recreation, 
etc., and yqu have only about 4000 days 
left to suffer and to serve.

‘ of many minor officials in different de- 
partmonts. {t is also reported that the 
ministera were greatly perturbed when 
informed thatthe ukase had been issued. 
‘The new raMister of justion wrote a re- 
port to the Czar in regard to the decree, 
and received a sharp answer for his pains, 
Itis further declared that tho ministers, 
who regard the Czar's action as a aign of 
) distrust, met the committee of control, 
and talked of resigning.

IMPERIAL FEDERATION LEAGUE. 
The Annual Meeting Kudoraes the Neces- 
ality of Proer Trade Relations 

Orrawa, May ¢ ‘ho annual meeting 
of the Imperial Federation League in 
Canada was held in the Parliament build- 
ings, Lient-Col, George T. Dennison, 
|| Loronto, president, occupied the chair, 

The acting seoretary, Mr, George Evans, 

Yoronto, read the annual roport. It atated 

that the dissolution of the council of the 
leagne in London was a severe blow at the 
! branch in Canada. A circular from Sir 

John Lubbock, president of the London 
branch of the league, submitted asa basis 
of policy upon which the league could 
be reconstrocted. "bat in order to ne- 
cure the permanent unity of the empire 
some form of federation {a necessary that 
any scheme of Imperial federation should 
combine the resources of the empire for 
the maintainance of common Interests and 
provide for organized defence of common 
rights, and should embrace a commercial 
union based as nearly as practicable upon 
free trade throughout the empire.” 

Mr. McGoun, of Montreal, moved that 
the above scheme commended iteslf to the 
Canadian branch, provided the trade para 
graph of the acheme be defined as follows: 
That any scheme of imperial federation 
should embrace a commercial union as 
necessary to ita strength and permanency, 
that such union should be based as nearly 
as practical upon free trade thranghout 
the Empire, and upon the imposition of an 
extra ad valorem duty on foreign imports, 
with few exceptions, to provide funds for 
Imperial defence.”

APPEAL FOR MRS. MAYBRICK. 


Baroness Roques Asks the Aid of the Press 
to Secure Her Daughter's Liberty, 

Loxpon, May 80.—An appeal bas been | 
made by the Baroness Roques, the mother 
of Mra, Maybriok, to the press of England 
and America, asking their aid in behalf of 
her danghter, now serving a life sentence 
in Woking privon for the murder of her 
husband. The appeal ls accompanied by a 
pamphlet containing the latest ovidence 
gathered io favor of the prisoner, In 
cluded in this evidence is an affidavit 
dated February 19, 1804, tn whioh it is de- 
olared that the prescription found by the 
baroneds in the Bible formerly owned bi 
the late James Maybrick is identical with 
the prescription whioh includes arsenic 
oompoonded by au apothecary in Paris for 
Maybrick in 1878. Tho baroness attributes 
the refusal of the Home Office to reopen 
the case of her daughter to the fact that 
the Howe Office authorities are in posses 
sion of adverse evidence whick they have 
obtained seoretly, Sho appeals for tho 
assistance of the press 4s au Amerioan and 
asa mother, 


The Plouro-Paoumonia Question, 

Loxpow, May 80,—In the Honse of Com- 
mons Mr. Henry Gardnor, President of the 
Board of Agriculture, in reply to a quos- 
tion pat by a member with reference to 
the exclusion of Canadian cattle from 
Britain, said that the lungs of an animal 
which had been landed on the 20th inst, 
and slaughtered on the 23rd were found to 
prosent, what had been stated, as an ap- 

arance of plouro-pnonmonia, This, 
however, conld only be treated as an un- 
confirmed report at present. A most 
careful and searching examination was 
baing conducted, afd a number of persons 
whose evidence could be regarded as of 
the highest value, had been asked to assist 
at tho inspection and take careful notes of 
the appearances presented, but no decision 
had yet beon reached as to whether those 
appearances justified the suspicion that 
pleuro-pneumunia had been traced or 
othorwiso, 


Imperial Representative at the Conference 
Loxnon, May 80.—The selection of the 
Earl of Jersoy to represont the Imperial 
Governmont at the intercolonial confer 
ence, which opens on Ju at Ottawa, is 
generally applauded, The Earl of Jersey 
has a koon symyathy for everything which 
has 4 tendency tounite Canada and Aus- 
tralia, and when the Governor of Now 
South Wales ho learned of the need which 
Australia has for both cable and steam- 
ahip lines to connect the colony with other 
parts of the empire, :

ordered from American dealers, The 
change was passed by the House and be- 
came law at once, but later on an amend- 
ment was introduced and passed whith 
increased the duty about 20 per cent 
inoré, This also went into effect at once 
The merchants received their goods before 
the amendment had been made.

The great revival services that have 
beon in continuance for the past five woeks 
and that have shaken this city from centre 
to circumference, came to a fitting, a 
beautiful, a pathetic and a glorious ending 
Jast night ader the a gis cf vice-roy.lty. 
For many perple woo have been attend- 
ing the meetings from night to might itis 
hard ty real ¢: that they have closed, and 
that the two evangelists in all probab.lity 
have oy ide their last appeal, uttered their 
lant noty of warning, sung their last i .- 
Spiring song and for the last tims pro~ 
claimed their masage to a Belleville 
audien ¢. To hundreds of christians, and 
especially of new converts,this parting has 
been a very painful one, Seldom is it 
Youchsafed to two men to secure so warm 
a place in the esteem end affection ol a 
tople as they have enjoyed and will al~ 

wis enjoy. Never will they be forgotten 
in Belloville,and never will tho goodeftecta 
of their labors be lost or cease to be. They 
have been mostdevoted and faithfull bor rs 
in the wneyard, and so far astm, and 
Opportunity allowed they have presenced 
the whole gospel ot Christ and covered 
the whole fi Id of human duty, They have 
nob hesitated to denounce evil in all forms 
no matter how strongly eatrenchrd.

by Mr. Mathison and collogues. Thore- 
fore | thank you for the pleasure and for 
the advantage which it has been to me to 
witness something of the great work that 
is going on here. You will easily under- 
stand that itis not only a porsonal satis 
faction and pleasure to have gained some 
Acquaintance with this Institution, buat 
clearly it isa desirable way indeed, theduty 
of theGovernor-General to make acquaint- 
ance as soon as possible with the principal
